The 
(reneral says that both arms were found 
on the island of Milo. withia a distance 
of less than thirty feet from where the 
statue itself was taken in 1820. These 
arma have been the subject of much 
speculation as to their position, and all 
lovers of art will be curious to see them 
restored to the statue. They are said to 
be exquisitely modeled, and one holds a 
disk or shield, A curious coincidence 
occurred with the discovery, the death 
of the discovéver of the statue, Col, Van- 
tier, having taken place at about the
